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Community spirit 
shines on family

CARING villagers are rallying 
round to help improve the life 
of a boy with severe disab¬ 
ilities. 

Seven-year-old Alfie Long suff¬ 
ers from cryptogenic infantile 
spasms, which results in constant 
seizures, and his development 
has been delayed, leaving him 
with severe disabilities. 

He was diagnosed with the condition at 
just eight months and is totally depend¬ 
ant on his devoted parents, Sarah and 
Tim, to feed, change, wash and dress him. 
He is confined to a wheelchair as he is 
unable to walk, but likes to roll on the 
floor. 

Money is now needed to help the 
family adapt their home, in Westward 
Deals, Kedington, as Alfie gets older. 

An estimate two years ago to build a 
ground floor bedroom and bathroom for 
him was around £50,000, but Sarah and 
Tim can only claim a disability grant of 
between £25,000 to £30,000 and fear they 
will not be able to make up the shortfall. 

Sarah and Tim also have a daughter, 18- 
month-old Evie, who suffered breathing 
and heart problems soon after birth and 
was later diagnosed with the rare colstello 
syndrome, which affects her develop¬ 
ment. 

Sarah said the family had all but given 


up hope of making the alterations to their 
home they needed to help Alfie, when 
Brian and Dion Walford, landlords at the 
Barnardiston Arms pub in Kedington, 
asked if they could make Alfie’s fund their 
charity of the year. 

Generous pub-goers have already 
raised around £1,000 and a charity 
football tournament on Saturday should 


boost it further, with more events planned 
in the future. 

Sarah, who is manager of the Kedington 
Early Birds playgroup, said: “We realised 
that as Alfie got bigger we could not carry 
him up and down the stairs, so we got 
some quotes, but we did not realise we 
would have to pay so much money 
towards it. 


“Then I was pregnant and we had just 
shelved the idea for the time being be¬ 
cause we could not see any way forward. 

“I suppose it was pride really, but we 
did not want to ask anyone for help. You 
think when you have children it is up to 
you to provide for them.

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Town meeting 
a ‘shambles’ 


A PENSIONER'S rights 
campaigner has slammed 
his local town council for 
holding a shambolic public 
meeting and for sitting on 
the fence over proposed 
local government reform. 

Frank Bradsell, 88, has been 
leading the Haverhill and District 
Pensioners’ Association for the past 
20 years, but said he considered 
giving up after attending last week’s 
annual town meeting hosted by 
Haverhill Town Council. 

Mr Bradsell had sent in three 
written questions before the 
meeting relating to the future 
administration of Suffolk and the 
wellbeing of the elderly. He does 
not believe he received a sat¬ 
isfactory answer to any of them. 

Criticising the “overcrowded” 
conditions under which the 
meeting was held, he said: “The 
annual town meeting and full 
council meeting that follows is a 
major event, but the occasion last 
week was a complete shambles. 

“There was a large number 
whose sole reason for attending 
was to applaud the installation of 
the new mayor. Although this is 
usual each year, it was a gross error 
to arrange this event in such a

confined space. It was vastly 
overcrowded with many standing 
in uncomfortable heat.” 

Mr Bradsell slammed the 
council’s “undemocratic attitude” 
to his concerns regarding pen¬ 
sioners’ rights and expressed fears 
that old people were being treated 
as “stupid troublemakers”. 

He added: “After last week I was 
ready to give up, it was a complete 
waste of time. We are all living 
longer and a lot of people seem to 
feel that we are an expensive 
embarrassment. They get private 
people in to do things and the 
standard goes down, while the 
charges go up. 

“The town council says it has not 
received any complaints, but 
people don’t write to the town 
council when they cannot afford 
Meals on Wheels any more, they 
just stop having them. I am lucky, I 
can afford to keep myself pretty 
well, but what about those who 
cannot?” 

Blasting the town council’s lack 
of response to his queries regarding 
the administrative re-organisation 
of Suffolk, he said: “Surely, in order 
to form an opinion, we are entitled 


to ask our elected representatives 
how, in their view, Haverhill would 
be best served. 

“I have great respect for the town 
clerk but it is time some councillors 
became less reliant on him and do 
what they were elected to do - 
work for us with more public 
participation.”

Shoplifting addict 
gets jail sentence 


A HEROIN addict who 
committed a string of 
shoplifting offences to 
fund her habit has been 
jailed by magistrates. 

Mother-of-one Jamie Lines, 
21, admitted six offences of 
shoplifting and one of failing to 
surrender to police bail when 
she appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates court on 
Tuesday. 

She was sentenced to 12 
weeks in prison for the crimes. 
Magistrates also revoked an 
earlier community order, 
which she had breached, and 
imposed a 12-week sentence to 
be served concurrently for a 
similar offence, for which 
sentencing had been deferred 
until July.

Muriel Lawrence, told her: “We 
consider that you wilfully and 
persistently refused to comply 
with court orders and blatantly 
disregarded them, so that only 
a custodial sentence can be 
justified. 

“You have demonstrated that 
you are a prolific offender and a 
total nuisance to retailers.” 

Lines, of Larks Close, Haver¬ 
hill, admitted five charges of 
shoplifting from the Co-op in 
Haverhill and one from Boots, 
involving property worth £122. 

Emma Lister, prosecuting, 
said Lines had been caught on 
CCTV on five occasions walk¬ 
ing into the Co-op store in 
Jubilee Walk and stealing meat. 


A community order was 
imposed on her by magistrates 
in January for shoplifting, but 
on April 24 she appeared in 
court for breaching this order 
and it was revoked to be re¬ 
placed with another, including 
a substance misuse treatment 
programme. 

Ann Barber, of the probation 
service, said Lines had app¬ 
eared in court for a breach on 
the day after the order was 
imposed. Because this, and a 
total lack of contact with the 
service for three months, no 
community penalty was likely 
to be successful and a prison 
sentence may help tackle her 
addiction. 

Jeremy Kendall, prosecuting, 
said: “Within a year she has 
gone from someone who has 
not made a court appearance 


to someone who is on the cusp 
of a prison sentence. 

“The problem is clearly 
drugs, There is nothing sophis¬ 
ticated about these offences, 
just desperation when she 
steals to get drugs.” 

Mr Kendall said his client 
had reduced her drug depend¬ 
ency, but committed these 
offences after her methadone 
prescription lapsed. Matters 
were made worse by her 
chaotic lifetstyle and lack of a 
permanent address. Her two- 
year-old daughter was being 
cared for by her parents. 

Mr Kendall argued if Line 
was sent to prison she would 
receive no support on her 
release and she would have a 
better chance of getting off 
drugs if her community order 
was continued.

MR uses privilege power 
to attack bank’s ‘fraud’

AN MP has used his Parlia¬ 
mentary privilege to attack 
alleged corruption at a 
major bank that has caused 
misery for a Linton couple. 

South East Cambs MP Jim Paice 
took the unusual step of calling a 
House of Commons debate to 
detail allegations of malpractice 
at HBOS, which has been trying to 
evict Paul and Nikki Turner from 
their home for the past two years. 

The couple, who run a music 
promotion business called Zenith 
Cafe, say they were the victims of 
corruption at HBOS, which told 
them to employ a consultancy 
firm, Quayside, after they took out 
a loan with the bank. 

It is alleged Quayside later 
began taking thousands of 
pounds out of their account each 
month until there was nothing 
left.

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The Turners have since won 
several court hearings to fight off 
their creditors, while their case 
has been championed by Mr 
Paice, the BBC’s File on Four and 
the Prime Minister, following 
allegations of fraud at HBOS. 

It is thought up to 50 businesses 
have been hit by the alleged fraud, 
in 2006. 

Mr Paice this week used his 
privilege powers - which allowed 
him to make comments against 
the bank which would be pot¬ 
entially libellous outside the 
House - to raise the Turners’ 
plight again. 

He said: “Our discussions with 
HBOS had come to an impasse, so 
I have decided to use the house’s 
legal privilege to air some import¬ 
ant aspects of their case. I’ve 


never taken this step before but I 
wanted to make some statements 
that could only be made using 
privilege.” 

Speaking in the chamber, he 
said: “The public now owns most 
of HBOS and while there will be 
many reasons for its decline it 
seems clear to me that some of its 
losses, probably hundreds of 
millions, stem from malpractice 
at the Reading office. 

“All of us are taxpayers and we 
are justified in demanding to 
know how this happened, why it 
was allowed to happen, and 
whether any criminality was 
involved.” 

HBOS has not commented on 
the case since 2007, and has now 
been taken under state control. 

Just over a week ago, a judge 
suspended an eviction warrant 
against the Turners pending the 
debate in the Commons.

A COUNTYWIDE 
Horse Watch scheme 
has been launched by 
police at this year’s 
Suffolk Show to help 
combat equine crime. 

Suffolk Horse Watch has 
been running in Mid- 
Suffolk since September 
2008 but went live across 
the county after its official 
launch last week. 

It aims to get horse 
owners and riders to share 
information about stolen 
property and suspicious 
vehicles, via texts, email 
and a pre-recorded advice 
line. 

During the event Suffolk 
Police also encouraged 
riders to join the Police 
Direct messaging facility 
where they will receive up- 
to-date news of both 
community and equestrian 
crimes, as well as other 
information. Membership 
to both services is free. 

Julie Dennis, of the 
Community Safety Unit 
said: “The aim is to reduce 
the risk of equestrian 
related crime by members 
being aware of the security 
measures they can take to 
protect themselves. 

“ Theft is not only devast¬ 


ating financially but can 
cause immense inconven¬ 
ience, for example, to lose 
the saddle that fits your 
horse like a glove or the 
trailer you need to trans¬ 
port your horse to shows.” 

She added: “As a horse 
owner I can appreciate the 
distress that must be exp¬ 
erienced if your horse is 
stolen from its field and I 
would urge equestrians to 
look closely at their security 
and postcode all of their 
equipment which, in the 
first instance, will make 
their property undesirable 
to steal, and secondly make 


it easier to be identified 
should it be stolen and 
subsequently recovered. 

“Just like Neighbourhood 
Watch, much can be 
achieved through general 
awareness and a little effort 
from each individual.” 

Residents do not have to 
own a horse to become 
involved as all are welcome 
from occasional riders to 
the owners of livery yards.

New order could help those on 
low incomes leave debts behind 


HAVERHILL Citizens Advice Bureau this month 
offers advice on a new solution which could help 
those on low incomes and non-homeowners to 
escape debts and keep their creditors at bay 



Q: I have debts that I can't 
see any way of being able to 
repay since an accident 
which has left me unable to 
work. I have looked into 
bankruptcy but I can't afford 
the fee. Is there anything 
else I can do? 

A: There’s new help for 
people in debt that offers an 
alternative to bankruptcy. If 
you owe others less than 
£15,000 and you’re on a low 
income, you may be able to 
apply for a new debt remedy 
called a Debt Relief Order 
(DR0 for short) that has just 


become available. 

You don’t say whether you 
rent your home or have a 
mortgage, but you won’t be 
able to apply fora DR0 if 
you’re a homeowner or you 
own things of value of over 
£300. 

A DR0 usually lasts for one 
year and during that time 
none of the people you owe 
money to will be able to take 
action against you to get their 
money back. 

At the end of the year, you’ll 
be free of all the debts listed 
in the order. 

To apply for a DR0, you’ll 


need to contact an authorised 
adviser, for example a Citizens 
Advice Bureau adviser, who 
checks whether you meet the 
conditions and then applies 
for the order on your behalf. 
The order will cost you £90 
but you can pay this in 
instalments over six months. 
For more information and 
advice about other possible 
ways of dealing with your 
financial obligations, and for 
contact details of your 
nearest Citizens Advice 
Bureau, visit the Citizens 
Advice website 
adviceguide.org.uk

Fraud fears over 
swine flu tablets 


HEALTH bosses have 
issued a swine flu 
fraud alert to stop 
doctors selling anti¬ 
viral drugs on the 
black market. 

The outbreak has 
prompted Cambridge¬ 
shire and Hertfordshire’s 
primary care trusts 
(PCTs) to be on the alert 
for fraud surrounding the 
respiratory disease. 

Fraud officers at the 
health authorities fear 
that doctors may sell the 
anti-viral drug Tamiflu on 
the black market or 
obtain it for family and 
friends. 

They are also worried 
that unscrupulous traders 
will sell fake batches of 
the drug to desperate 
members of the public. 

The Weekly News found 
a website offering to sell a 
batch of 100 75mg 
Tamiflu tablets for £750. 
Another was offering the

same 100 pills for £359. 

The recommended 
dose is 75mg daily for five 
days and the prevention 
dosage is 75mg capsule 
every alternate day. 

In a document leaked 
to the Weekly News, East 
and North Hertfordshire 
PCT and West Hert¬ 
fordshire PCT said: “Hert¬ 
fordshire PCTs are aware 
that there is a heightened 
risk of fraud due to the 
recent outbreak of swine 
flu.” 

It went on to outline 
the various risks. 

GPs were told to keep 
an eye out for patients 
registering at several 
surgeries in a bid to 
obtain numerous doses 
of the drug Tamiflu. 

And they warn that 
doctors and other health 
staff could abuse their 


position and obtain the 
drugs “unfairly” to 
distribute to friends and 
family. 

It also claims doctors 
and health professionals 
could get the drugs and 
sell them illegally on the 
black market. 

And there are fears con 
artists could send emails 
to patients with links to 
websites that claim to be 
able to sell anti-viral 
drugs, but are in fact a 
cover for stealing credit 
card or bank details. 
Meanwhile, counterfeit 
anti-virals could be 
offered for sale through 
websites. 

Francesca Pillow, local 
anti-fraud specialist for 
East and North Hert¬ 
fordshire PCT, which 
covers Royston, said: “We 
have had no cases of 
fraud concerning anti¬ 
virals reported to us so far 
but we thought that pre¬ 
vention is better than 


cure and so released a 
pre-emptive alert to GPs.” 

Detective Chief In¬ 
spector Jon Hutchinson 
of Cambridgeshire police 
said: “We are not aware of 
any reports of this type of 
fraud so far but we are 
monitoring the situat¬ 
ion.” 

A spokeswoman for 
NHS Cambridgeshire 
said: “Fraud is taken very 
seriously by NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“The supply of Tamiflu 
is strictly dispensed and 
monitored in accordance 
with protocol and we 
currently undertake 
secure stock control 
procedures.” 

The fraud warning 
comes as a fifth case of 
the illness was confirmed 
in Cambridgeshire. 

The patient was 
recovering well, accord¬ 
ing to an NHS spokesman

Guru-Murthy was at a 
studio in the Well¬ 
come Collection in 
London, from where

geon Simon Dwerry- 
house, who was also 
in the studio. 

The operation tack¬ 
led a hiatus hernia in 
Ms Hyde’s diaphragm, 
where part of her 
stomach had risen 
from her abdomen 
into her chest cavity.

Papworth’s Mr Wells 
said: “Most people 
have no idea what 
goes on inside their 
bodies and I believe 
that the more they 
understand and 
appreciate how their 
bodies work, the more 
they may look after 
their own health.”

YOUNG women who request 
emergency contraception from a 
pharmacy are to be automat¬ 
ically offered a chlamydia 
screening kit. 

It is part of a new service from 
NHS Suffolk to reduce the num¬ 
ber of people with the infection. 

Anyone under the age of 25 
who asks for free emergency 
contraception will be given a 
screening kit to check whether 
they have the sexually trans¬ 
mitted infection. 


Dr Amanda Jones, deputy 
director of public health at NHS 
Suffolk, which funds the Suffolk 
chlamydia screening prog¬ 
ramme, said: “We are encour¬ 
aging sexually active young 
people under the age of 25 to 
find out if they have chlamydia 
and to take a test every year. 

“By making the test available 
through pharmacies, we hope 
more young people will check 
themselves for chlamydia, a 
sexually transmitted infection 


which often gives no signs or 
symptoms and can lead to long 
term problems such as infert¬ 
ility.” 

Estimates show that one in 10 
sexually active young people 
may have chlamydia - but most 
people will not know they have 
the infection as there may be no 
signs or symptoms.

Impersonator 
gives insight 
into world of 
funny voices 


BEST known for impersonating 
countless celebrities and public 
figures in Dead Ringers on Radio 4 
and BBC2, Jan Ravens is coming 
to the Arts Centre as part of the 
Haverhill Festival. 

Her first solo show A Funny Look at 
Impressions on Friday, June 19, at 8pm is 
delightfully funny and premiered at 
London’s National Theatre. 

Ravens reveals how she creates her 
remarkable impressions, with an insightful 
look at the world of funny voices and silly 
wigs. 

Many of her best-loved characters will 
make an appearance, from Anne Robinson 
and Nigella Lawson to Ann Widdecombe 
and the Queen, plus of course her 
unforgettable takes on Fiona Bruce and 
Kirsty Wark - no woman in the public eye 
can hide from Ravens’s unique brand of 
satirical comedy. 


In addition to her work in Dead Ringers, 
Ravens has recently stepped out on 
Strictly Come Dancing, and won Celebrity 
Mastermind (specialist subject Daphne du 
Maurier). 

In the 80s she provided voices for 
Spitting Image (along with Chris Barrie, 
Harry Enfield, Alistair McGowan and Steve 
Coogan), as well for several years, the 
sultry tones of the Cadbury's Caramel 
bunny. 

Jan studied drama at Homerton College 
in Cambridge and did teacher training at 
Castle Manor Upper School in Haverhill. 

During her time at Cambridge she 
became the first female president of 
Cambridge University Footlights Club in 
1979. Other members included Stephen 
Fry, Hugh Laurie and Emma Thompson. 

Speaking about the process of creating 
an impression Raven said: “I tend first of 
all just to listen to the vowel and 
consonant sounds, the tune, the rhythm, 


the pitch and the 
accent. And then it’s 
useful to see how 
much flesh there is 
around the face or 
whether they’ve got a thin 
nose that they can’t send much sound 
down or whether the lips are tense. 

Every voice box is pretty much the 
same but everybody’s got a different 
resonating chamber. 

“I’m not under any illusions that 
doing an impression is going to bring 
down a government. But certain 
portrayals have had an impact on the 
public’s awareness - David Steel, John 
Major, Ming Campbell. It’s great that 
impressions can pop pomposity.”

Manicured gardens 
‘are out of fashion’ 


G ardeners are likely to 
return to native 
plants that give value 
for money, with an 
emphasis on low-cost 
options and a merge of 
vegetables within the 
flower border. 

So says Andrew Duff, director of 
garden design courses at Inchbald 
School of Garden Design 
( www.inchbald.co.uk ) who toured 
Chelsea with me last week to 
point out the trends we are likely 
to be seeing in the coming year. 

“Next year is going to be much 
fluffier, but in a naturalistic way,” 
he says. 

“Our native species need 
shouting about - we’ll see more of 
the viburnum, the oak and other 
plants which attract wildlife. We 
may still see manicured touches, 
but using native species.” 

Colours will be moody - fewer 
brilliant colours, more blood reds 
and blacks, he predicts. Deep 
purple irises and blood-red 
aquilegias were the prevalent 
plants at Chelsea, while alliums, 
dahlias and tulips were not. 

“People are only using things 
that are tried and trusted. They 
don’t want to splash out on 
designs that are going to be 
temporary. People are playing it 
quite safe. Now is not the time to 
make a mistake. They want cool, 
calm and subtle,” Duff says. 

“Fashion has gone into the 80s, 
with shoulder pads and colours, 
and maybe gardens will start to 
come that way in the end. At 
Chelsea I was expecting moody 
blacks and greys but I also 
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by Hannah Stephenson 

expected some big wow-factor 
fluorescent colours like oranges, 
which is what is happening in 
fashion - but not in the garden. 

“But we are much more 
conscious about what materials 
we are using. Now we will see a 
bigger sweep of British natives 
coming in. 

“There’s a lot of black - black 
walls, black fencing, black grasses 
- which is great for our grey skies. 
And there are some lovely blood 
reds. Black gives a great deal of 
depth to a small space. In a small 
garden it can be really effective.” 

People are going to be growing 
more plants from seed because of 
the ongoing “grow your own” 
campaign and the economic 
climate, he predicts. 

“Mixing the vegetables in the 
border is really nice. It can work 
well. Space is at a premium and 
this is a good compromise, so you 
can have something pretty and 
have vegetables.” 

The grassy, fluffy foliage of 
fennel works beautifully in flower 
borders, adding texture and 
movement, while the deep foliage 
of other vegetables can provide a 
good contrast in the flower 
border, along with pretty

flowering herbs such as chives and 
thyme. 

Ultimately, our gardens will 
reflect the release from the current 
stranglehold of the recession. 

“Gone are the days of carefully 
manicured gardens,” Duff says. 
“There’s a more rough and ready 
approach, a return to allowing 
things to look slightly out of place. 
Our houses have become very 
ordered and structured, and the 
garden will give us a release from 
that.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH: 

Armeria (Thrift/Sea pink) 

This pretty, dainty perennial, 
often found in seaside gardens, 
brightens up any border or 
rockery at this time of year, with 
pink, red or white flowerheads 
topping grass-like, densely-packed 
leaves. Thrift, which grows only to 
around eight inches ( 20 cm) in 
height, looks great at the front of 
dry and sunny borders, is drought 
tolerant, long-flowering and 
makes an ideal edging plant. 

Our native variety, A maritima, 
flowers from May to July and you 
can have different colours if you 
choose a named variety such as 
“Alba” (white), “Laucheana” (rich 
pink) or “Bloodstone” (dark red). 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT: 

Globe artichoke 

As trends move towards 
ornamental edibles, make a space 
in your garden for globe 
artichokes, which sit as easily in 
the flower border as they do in the 
vegetable patch. The bit you eat is 
the base of the mature flower bud, 
which can be braised in stock, 
although I prefer to boiled them 
and then eat the fleshy part of the 
overlapping leaves dipped in 
vinaigrette before getting to the 
artichoke heart. They need a 
sunny, sheltered site with well- 
drained, moisture-retentive soil to 
which plenty of organic matter has 
been added. They can be bought 
as small, pot-grown plants, seeds 
or offsets and need to be grown 
three-foot (90cm) apart, or spaced 
in a flower border. Take off any 
flower heads produced in the first 
year. They crop best in their 
second and third years, after 
which they can be discarded. 

Weed and water plants well, 
especially during dry spells. If you 
only want one big flower head, 
remove side shoots on each stem. 
When harvesting in May and June, 
cut the immature flower heads 
with secateurs just above a leaf 
junction, before the scales start to 
open, or they will become tough. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Prevent tomato problems. 

1. To help prevent late blight - 
the most common problem - grow 
tomato plants under cover and 
don’t leave unharvested potatoes 
in the soil as they can infect 
subsequent crops. You can also 
use a copper-based fungicide as a 
preventative spray. 

2. Water your tomato plants 
regularly to prevent blossom-end 
rot and fruit splitting. 

3. Remove sideshoots regularly 
as the plant grows to ensure it 
remains healthy and crops well.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


i □ end off change of address cards. 

_ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

New Zed has the X factor 


[verdict 


NISSAN’S 350Z sports 
car had a dream start in 
life, writes Iain Dooley. 
critically acclaimed and 
embraced by the buying 
public, the compact 
coupe possessed all the 
right attributes. 

The same appears to be 
happening again with the, 
wait for it, 370Z. However, 
despite the risks involved, 
Nissan has taken a brave 
pill: this second album 
equivalent is not simply 
more of the same but an 
altogether more upbeat 
compilation. 

Dodgy music references 
aside, the 370Z has been 
designed to deliver all that 
was great about the 350Z but 
in a slightly smaller, more 
concentrated package. If the 
older car was viewed as 
something for everyone, this 
new model has been devised 
to appeal to the more

discerning enthusiast. 

Don’t confuse this 
approach with being elitist, 
though. The 370Z hasn’t 
been designed to exclude 
sections of the buying 
public, only leave the 
surplus weight and fat 
behind plus add a little dash 
of clever technology for 
good measure. 

Progress in the 
intervening years has led to 
a demand for more power. 
So, the 370Z comes with a 
3.7-litre V6 - up from the 
350Z’s 3.5-litre lump. The 
result is 331bhp, 5.4 seconds 
from rest to 62mph and a 
155mph top speed. 

Then there’s the car’s size, 
which is instantly noticeable 
as being smaller than the 
350Z. It’s 100mm shorter in 
the wheelbase in a bid to 
increase agility and driver 
enjoyment. This wide, squat 
stance is perfectly in tune 
with the car’s 


aggressive 
nose and 
stubby rear 
end. 

Along with 
less in the 
length 
department, 
the engineers 
have managed 
to keep the 


car’s weight down - always 
the scourge of performance 
motoring - despite the 
increase in safety kit and 
creature comforts. 

For many the default 
choice will be the six-speed 
manual gearbox. The unit’s 
hefty gearshift action is full 
of feel yet short of throw, 
allowing positive, 
confidence-inspiring gear 
shifts at a pace you can 
dictate. There’s also the car’s 
Syncro Rev Control 
(available on GT Pack and 
GT Ultimate grades) which 
mimics the classic heel-and- 
toe action by matching the 
engine revs when you 
change down. It’s a great 
addition - even for 
experienced drivers - and 
certainly smoothes out the 
process. And, of course, you 
can turn it off. 

For the first time for UK 
buyers you also get the 
choice of a seven-speed auto 
gearbox, complete with 
paddle shifters. This, too, 
includes a throttle blip for 
the downchange, and 
gearchanges are always 
predictable and smooth. 

Electronic trickery aside, 
the 370Z’s main focus is on 
entertaining and flattering 
you. And it’s a job it does 
extremely well. That 3.7-litre 
V6 is a willing and tuneful 
performer, yet never short of

puff. The inclusion of a 
limited slip differential for 
this rear-wheel drive car 
allows you to corner with 
confidence and have a little 
fun at the same time - if you 
know what you’re doing. 

Make no mistake, this is a 
rapid and responsive 
machine. Any flab or excess 
you thought the 350Z had 
has now gone, replaced by 
sharper reflexes and and an 
altogether more urgent 
approach to motoring. 

And the driving 
environment? Oh yes, it’s got 
a nice cabin and 
comfortable, supportive 
seats. The fascia is better 
built and of higher quality 
materials, but you’ll be more 
intersted no doubt in driving 
the socks off the 370Z than 


admiring the buttons for the 
stereo. 

It does have a nice stereo, 
though. And the option of a 
pretty good satnav unit, too. 
In fact, the car is very well 
equipped for the various 
asking prices - certainly 
more so than any close rival 
in terms of performance or 
price. 

And that’s one thing 
Nissan has refused to 
change about the Zed, as it 
remains excellent value for 
money. 

Basically 

However it managed it, the 
firm has done it again with 
the 370Z. In music terms the 
car has broken the second 
album jinx and is heading 
for the top of the charts.

IT'S been a hectic week for 
car dealers in 
Cambridgeshire since the 
Government introduced 
its scrappage scheme to 
encourage motorists to 
ditch their old bangers for 
shiny new, 

environmentally- friendly 
cars. 

Showrooms have been even 
busier than normal and 
Murketts of Cambridge is 
reporting a massive 75 per cent 
increase in sales inquiries. 

Sales manager Stewart 
Lebentz said: “People are 
flocking in looking for cheap 
new cars, typically the lower- 
end Vauxhall models like 
Corsas, Astras and the sporting 
Tigra.

The Newmarket Road 
dealership is also extending 
the £2,000 minimum trade-in 
offer to include vehicles 8-10 
years old, for any customer 
choosing one of Nissan’s 
British built-models - which 
includes any new Micra, Note, 
Qashqai or Qashqai+2.
